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BRITISH PRINT EXHIBITION OPENS AT 
THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

An exhibition of Contemporary Prints from Great Britain comes to The 
Cleveland Museum of Art on January 13. The show is an International Exchange 
Print Exhibition which features the work of 75 artists who utilize a variety of media 
and techniques. Some of Britain’s foremost painters are included in the show. 

Adventurous in style, the show remains characteristically British. The 
prints are generally romantic rather than intellectual in quality. They have a fresh 
vitality and inventive genius which contributes to the observer’s enjoyment and 
interest. The etching, lithographic, serigraphic and silk screening processes are 
used in many new and imaginative ways. Every conceivable method of treating the 
plate is practised, and as a result new avenues of exploration are open and from 
these a new approach to the form of a picture. Pure glowing color emerges from 
the silk screen prints. 

Prints by well-known British artists Ben Hartley, Henry Moore, John Piper 
and Graham Sutherland are exhibited along with the work of many younger artists 
in a combination which defines and sustains the vigor of contemporary British art. 

This show offers an excellent opportunity to see what is going on in Britain 
today. CONTEMPORARY PRINTS FROM GREAT BRITAIN will close February 11. 
The Museum is open free to the public.
